New Haven, Conn., July 1.— Presi­ 
dent T aft paused in the course of an 
after dinner speech to 1.800 graduates 
of Yale, gathered at the annual alum­ 
ni feast, to issue a serious note of 
w arning to congress end to the lead­ 
ers 
of the 
Republican party. 
T he 
president declared th a t If the party 
which placed him In power and so 
long had controlled the government 
failed to live up to its promises and 
the 
expectations of 
the people, it 
would be relegated to the position of 
a 
minority 
opposition. 
Mr. 
Taft 
spoke extem poraneously and had al­ 
luded humorously to recollections of 
his own college days, and his serious 
utterances as to th e duty of the party 
of which he is nominally the head 
Feeroed the resu lt of impulse rath er 
than of studied intent. 
Mr. Taft m ade no effort to explain 
his warnings. 
T he Ya’e men caught 
his meaning and th e significance of 
the rem arks coming at this tim e of 
the tariff debate, however, and they 
stood upon th eir feet and cheered for 
several minute3. 
He had been speak­ 
ing of Secretary of W ar Dickinson, a 
Democrat, upon whom Yale had just 
conferred an 
honorary degree. 
ID 
taunted the Democracy with the l^ s t 
of good hum or as to its present day 
condition, and th is led him into the 
declaration as to his own party. 
To describe a Democrat of today 
Mr. T aft declared was as difficult as 
to settle the question of w hat is w his­ 
key. 
"Charles Francis Adams once said 
the safety of the governm ent depend­ 
ed on an intelligent and active op­ 
position,” 
said 
the 
president. 
"Mr. j 
Adams added as the Democratic party | 
had failed in that respect he favored 
putting the Republican party in its 
place, and here I want to say that un­ 
less the Republican party lives up to 
its promise's and the expectation o 
the people it will be relegated to the 
position of his m ajesty’s opposition.

Sing is one of the men he saw on 
the top floor of the house. 
Chung, 
on the contrary, has sworn by all his 
ancestors that he never saw the trunk 
packed or moved. 
"You are the m an,” Logan said in i 
Chung Sin’s presence, "who told me 
to tak e the trunk down stairs careful- j 
ly. 
T here was another slim fellow 
with you in the room —the sam e that 
cam e over to the office half an hour j 
before and gave me the call to call 
for th e trunk.” 
"All 
mistake,” 
protested 
Chung, 
m e never see you before.” 
T he Chinam an’s voice shook and he 
acted as If in g reat fear when Logan 
was taken out of the cell. 
Could Not identify Chung. 


Chung was not kept w aiting long 
before he had another visitor

tim e Martin Luria, the chauffeur who 
drove a Chinaman and a tru nk fiom 
the Harlem laundry to a c h o p s u e y 
restaurant in New ark on the morning 
of June 10. 
The police had a theory 
th a t Chung Sin m ight have been the 
fare and not Leon Ling. 
But Luria 
could not identify Chung Sin, and still 
believes that it was Leon he had In 
his taxicab. 
A letter from Chung Sin, written 
since his arrest, to the Society of the 
Four Brothers, was interpreted and 
translated to the district attorney. It 
protests that the m urder w as done by 
one man and th a t therefore only the 
m urderer should be held, denounces 
the authorities and implores the aid 
of all members in freeing him. 
T he police believe more and more 
th a t little reliance can be placed in 
any of the various rew ards and of­ 
fers of co-operation promised by the 
clans of Chinatown, and accordingly 
I District Attorney Jerom e w rote John 
Endicott G ardner, professor of Orien­ 
tal languages and literature in the 
U niversity of the Pacific at San Jose, 
Cal..

Yale Men Catch Hie Meaning. 


New Haven, Conn., July I.—Presi­ 
dent Taft paused In the course of an 
after dinner speech to 1,800 graduates 
of Yale, gathered at the annual alum­ 
ni feast, to Issue a serious note of 
warning to congress and to the lead­ 
er* of the Republican party. The 
president declared that if the party 
which placed him in power and so 
long had controlled the government 
failed to live up to Its promises and 
the expectations of the people, it 
would be relegated to the position of 
a 
minority 
opposition. 
Mr. 
Taft 
spoke extemporaneously and had al­ 
luded humorously to recollections of 
his own college days, and his serious 
utterances as to the duty of the party 
of which he is nominally the head 
seemed the result of impulse rather 
than of studied intent. 
Mr. Taft made no effort to explain 
his warnings. Tho Ya’e men caught 
his meaning and the significance of 
the remarks coming at this time of 
the tariff debate, however, and they 
stood upon their feet and cheered for 
several minutes. 
He had been speak­ 
ing of Secretary of War Dickinson, a 
Democrat, upon whom Yale had just 
conferred an honorary degree. He 
taunted the Democracy with the best 
of good humor as to its present day 
condition, and this led him into the 
declaration as to his own party. 
To describe a Democrat of today 
Mr. Taft declared was as difficult as 
to settle the question of what is whis­ 
key. 
“Charles Francis Adams once said 
the safety of the government depend­ 
ed on an intelligent and active op­ 
position,” said the president. “Mr. 
Adams added as the Democratic party 
had failed in that respect he favored 
putting the Republican party in its 
place, and here I want to say that un­ 
less the Republican party lives up to 
its promises and the expectation of 
the people it will be relegated to the 
position of his majesty’s opposition. 
By way of caveat let me add that we 
Republicans 
have 
troubles 
of our 
own.” 


INCOME TAX IN THE SENATE 


Practically the Only Subject Under 
Discussion. 
Washington, July I.—The income 
tax was practically the only subject 
and Senators Cummins of Iowa and 
Borah of Idaho the only speakers be­ 
fore the senate. 
Mr. Borah was not 
heard until towards the close of the 
day’s session, when the Iowa senator 
yielded the floor, which he had held 
since Tuesday. 
He took for his text 
the declaration made Tuesday by Sen­ 
ator Aldrich to the effect that he 
would vote for the corporation tax 
amendment only as a means of de­ 
feating the income tax, and without 
resorting to personalities he criticised 
the position of the chairman of the 
finance committee, who had presented 
the corporation tax amendment to the 
senate. 
Mr. Cummins also paid his respects 
to Mr. Aldrich on account of his 
avowal of Tuesday. 
Mr. Cummins took the floor as soon 
I as a quorum could be obtained and 
with a brief intermission for luncheon.

New York, July I.—The complacency 
of Chung Sin, once the roommate of 
Leon Ling, who Is wanted for the 
murder of Elsie Sigel on June 9, went 
all to pieces when Arthur Logan, an 
expressman, 
walked 
into the 
cell 
where Chung Sin is held as more than 
a material 
witness 
and 
brusquely 
shouted “ Hullo.” 
Logan Is the man 
who carried the trunk containing the 
body of the girl down stairs from 
Leon’s room on the day of the mur­ 
der. 
He told the police that Chung 
Sing Is one of the men he saw on 
the top floor of the house. 
Chung, 
on the contrary, has sworn by all his 
ancestors that he never saw the trunk 
packed or moved. 
“You are the man,” Logan said in 
Chung Sin’s presence, “who told me 
to take the trunk down stair* careful­ 
ly. 
There was another slim fellow 
with you in the room—the same that 
came over to the office half an hour 
before and gave me the call to call 
for the trunk." 
“ All 
mistake,” 
protested 
Chung, 
"me never see you before.” 
The Chinaman’s voice shook and he 
acted as if in great fear when Logan 
was taken out of the cell. 


Could Not Identify Chung. 
Chung was not kept waiting long 
before he had another visitor—this 
time Martin Luria, the chauffeur who 
drove a Chinaman and a trunk from 
the Harlem laundry to a chop. suey 
restaurant in Newark on the morning 
of June IO. The police had a theory 
that Chung Sin might have been the 
fare and not Leon Ling. 
But Luria 
could not identify Chung Sin, and still 
believes that it was Leon he had in 
his taxicab. 
A letter from Chung Sin, written 
since his arrest, to the Society of the 
Four Brothers, was interpreted and 
translated to the district attorney. It 
protests that the murder was done by 
one man and that therefore only the 
murderer should be held, denounces 
the authorities and Implores the aid 
of all members in freeing him. 
The police believe more and more 
that little reliance can be placed in 
any of the various rewards and of­ 
fers of co-operation promised by the 
clans of Chinatown, and accordingly 
District Attorney Jerome wrote John 
Endicott Gardner, professor of Orien­ 
tal languages and literature In the 
University of the Pacific at San Jose, 
Cal., requesting his co-operation in 
the case, as a trustworthy interpreter. 
With no outside clues to bring the 
police nearer to Leon Ling, they are 
working on the theory that a bird in 
the hand is worth two in the bush. 
In other words, by bringing home to 
Chung Sin that each contradiction in 
his testimony only mires him the 
deeper, it is hoped that he may event­ 
ually tell the truth. 
The greatest 
hope of getting Leon is that his pal 
will weaken under pressure.

New North German Lloyd Liner Has 
T hirty-one Cabins With Baths A t­ 
tached—Style of Decoration Simple, 
but Elegant—Several Safety Devices 
Installed. 


The new North German Lloyd liner 
George Washington, which recently ar­ 
rived at New York on her maiden voy­ 
age from Bremen, in addition to being 
the largest German ship and the third 
largest vessel afloat, is different in 
every way in her interior decorations 
from any liner that has ever been in 
New York. 
The roominess of the 
cabins and saloons harmonizes with 
the colonial style of the decorations. 
The dining saloon, which has a seat­ 
ing capacity of 350 persons, is dec­ 
orated in white and gold, with red 
morocco chairs and a gilded dome, 
while the sides are adorned with floral 
designs on a blue background. 
Each 
table lias been arranged to seat from 
two to six persons, and the chairs are 
J roomy and movable. On either side of 
! the saloon there are a number of white 
painted colonial pillars that give it 
more the appearance of a southern 
hotel dining room rather than that of 
a saloon of an Atantic liner. 
A cold 
buffet at one end is another of the 
numerous innovations on board. 
One of the most attractive parts of 
the first cabin accommodation is tho 
smoking room, which is divided in two 
sections, upper and lower, which are 
connected by a broad staircase. A full 
length oil painting of George Washing­ 
ton occupies the center of the upper 
smoking room, which leads out to the 
open cafe on the awning deck. 
This 
cafe is equipped with small tables and 
chairs for passengers to take their 
after dinner coffee. 
The gymnasium 
is on the same deck. Forward on the 
sun deck is the solarium, a luxurious 
lounge seventy feet long by fifty feet 
wide, decorated with green and gold 
tapestry and palms and flowers of all 
kinds, which have a cool and refresh­ 
ing effect to the eye. 
Perfect iu its beauty, the great read­ 
ing room represents to a nicety the 
thoughtful creation of Professor Bruno 
Paul. 
It is located on the utter prom­ 
enade deck, w’hich is entirely given 
over to the public assembly rooms ex­ 
cept for a few cabins of the first class. 
The reading room is in subdued tones, 
without external ornamentation, giv­ 
ing an air of distinguished restfulness.

ingenious arrangement of the furni­ 
ture adds to the architectural effect. 
The bookcases are let into the walls 
between the permanently fixed writ­ 
ing tables, utilizing every nook and 
corner to the best advantage. 
For those w’ho wish the very acme 
of luxury while traveling are two im­ 
perial suites, as they are technically 
knowm. 
These consist of drawing 
rqomL breakfast and dining roomu bed­ 


room fitted with brass beds and bath, 
together with all toilet accessories. 
There are thirty-one cabins with 
baths attached, and all the saloons and 
deck cabins have been fitted with large 
window’s. 
The loftiness of the liner 
between decks and the large electric 
fans in oil the saloons combine to keep 
the ship well ventilated. 
Nearly all of the first cabin rooms 
are so high above the water line that 
the window’s mjjy be left open even 
in the roughest weather, insuring an 
abundance of fresh air and light. 
The vessel is divided into thirteen 
water tight compartments, and two 
stairways are provided for every com­ 
partment below the saloon deck, so 
that all water tight doors can he closed 
during a fog without cutting off com­ 
munication with the other parts of tho 
ship. 
The second and third class and steer­ 
age accommodations on the George 
Washington have been fitted oui in 
the same comfortable maimer as the 
first cabin, according to the respective 
classes. Tile liner lias a second crow’s 
nest suspended from the crosstrees on 
the foremast so that the lookout man 
will feel the ice in a fog off the banks 
of Newfoundland quicker than the 
man below in the crowds nest by tho 
foretop. 
The George Washington was built at 
the yards of the Stettiner Vulcan com­ 
pany in Bremen. Her dimensions are: 
Length 722 feet 5 inches, beam 7S feet, 
depth from awming deck 80 feet, speed 
18.5 knots, displacement at i%triy-three 
feet draft 37,000 tons, gross registered 
tonnage 27,000, horsepower 20,000 and 
cargo capacity 13,000 tons. 
The liner has seven decks and is 
equipped with Marconi wireless appa­ 
ratus, submarine signaling. Stone-Lloyd 
for closing the water tight bulkhead 


doors. 
This device enables the doors 
to be closed by the simple turning of a. 
wheel on the bridge deck. These doors 
may be closed and the ship practically 
hermetically sealed within fifteen sec­ 
onds. Another safeguard is a bell sys­ 
tem for fire extinguishing purposes. 
Some of the innovations of the 
George Washington are tile inclina­ 
tion in the cabins of the first class of 
upper berths, children's piny room, twm 
electrically worked elevators for pas­ 
sengers, complete electrical equipment, 
very wide berths, hot and cold fresh 
and salt waiter, running water in 
I rooms, dark room for the use of am a­ 
teur photographers, and on the boat 
fleck are twenty specially constructed 
dog kennels, in charge of a competent 
kennel master, where tho pets of pas­ 
sengers may bo placed during the trip 
and receive the best of care.

“ B U T T ER FLY ” A ER O PLA N E. 


Engineer and Farm er Build Self Ria- 
ing Airship—Successful Test Flight. 
Working In strictest secrecy in a 
windowless cement shop located at a 
lonely point in the woods eight miles 
northwest of Medicine lake, Hennepin 
county, Minn., J. Stewart, a retired 
railroad engineer, and S. Brownell, a 
farmer with mechanical genius, have 
invented an aeroplane which promises 
to rival that of the Wright brothers, 
says a Minneapolis dispatch. 
Because of the peculiar arrangement 
of the planes and of the means of ma­ 
nipulation the Stewart-Brownell inven­ 
tion is called a “butterfly” aeroplane. 
At full moon the other night a suc­ 
cessful flight was made with Fred 
Parker, former operator and expert 
for Roy Knabenshue and Baldwin 
Parker reached an altitude between 
250 and 300 feet and remained in the 
air ten minutes. 
The “butterfly” aeroplane claims sev­ 
eral advantages over all others. It 
rises without running wheels or any 
assistance other than from its engine 
and weighs complete only 200 pounds, 
less than one-third the weight of the 
Wright brothers’ aeroplane. 
The engine is the invention of Stew­ 
art, who has been working on it foi 
twelve years. The planes and their 
arrangement are the joint conception 
of Brownell and Stewart. Like the 
Wrights, the inventors of the “butter­ 
fly” airship are maintaining the great­ 
est secrecy, but several persons have 
seen it and witnessed its recent flight. 
The engine is of the Gnome type, 
and its five cylinders are connected 
with the main shaft operating the pro­ 
peller. 
They are so arranged aud 
equipped as to work independent of 
each other, and at the trial the other 
night the engine made 1,800 revolu­ 
tions. The horsepower developed is es­ 
timated at between twelve and fifteen 
The weight is less than a hundred 
pounds. The cylinders are one-eighth 
of an inch thick. The stroke is three 
and one-balf inches. 
Brownell and Stewart have arranged 
to enter the trials for heavier than air 
flying machines to he conducted under

Officers on New Vessels Will Thus 
Avoid Delays Between Decks. 
United States battleships are to be 
equipped hereafter with passenger ele­ 
vators for the convenience of the offi­ 
cers. The new vessels now building— 
the Florida, Utah, North Dakota and 
Delaware—each will have three auto­ 
matic electric cars capable of lifting 
500 pounds apiece. 
They are being installed between the 
lower hanging grating in the fire room 
and the gun deck, and it is estimated 
they will make the trip in about fif­ 
teen seconds. They are to be operated 
by a system of push buttons. It is be­ 
lieved that the innovation will be 
found of great advantage in making 
the gun deck more quickly accessible 
to officers who have gone below in per­ 
formance of their duties.

In this decision Mayor McClellan 
not only ordered the Duffy doy’s pic­ 
ture and m easurem ents removed from 
the rogues’ gallery, but he censured 
Commissioner Bingham for his adm in­ 
istration of the police departm ent in 
Brooklyn and directs the removal of 
two Im portant police officials.
